telegraphed today to 
Dr. S. Daneff. 


leader of the Bulgarian delegation and 
bis colleagues by the Bulgarian pre- 
mier .1. S. Uuechowff who told them to 
exercise it whenever in their opinion 
further peace negotiations became use- 
less. 
The representatives of the Balkan 


allies will therefore directly 
notify. 


General Savoff, the Bulgarian 
com- 


inander-in-chief that the armistice has 
come to an end as soon as it becomes 
apparent that there is no hope of the 
peace plenipotentiaries reaching 
a 


mutually 'satisfactory 
arrangement. 


Hostilities will then commence four 
days afterward. 
The Bulgarians have now discovered 


that they have been completely mis- 
led in regard to the conditions pre- 
vailing in the beleagured Turkish fort- 
ress of Adriauople and 
consequently 


have decided that a prompt change in 
their policy is necessary. 


Two weeks ago they were, informed 


that the fall of the fortress would be 
expected hourly, but n recent council 
of war held at Mustapha under 
the 


presidency of King Ferdinand came to 
the conclusion that Shukri Pasha the 
Turkish commander in Adrianople had 
been able to economize the supplies 
in the fortress to such an extent that 
the garrison might be able to resist for 
several months more. 
Shukri Pasha, it appears, deluded 


the Bulgarians by means of false re- 
ports, spread by supposed 
deserters 


who reached the Bulgarian lines drawn 
around.the city. 'The commanders of 
the Bulgarian forces now know 
the 


truth and.Bulgaria has determined 'to 
force a speedy solution so as to put 
an end to the. heavy expenditures and 
permit" the men under arms who com- 


. prise -virtually rthe- whole of the .able 


bodied male population of Bulgaria to 
•return to'-agricultural work.

States unless they grant certificates of 
character when their native countries 
had a law auhorizing such certificates. 
Senator Lodge contended that the pro- 
vision did not affect Russian immi- 
grants, and held that the

had not exceeded their authority.

\Ve might ourselves work out our own salvation,— and save our money. 


For this term is not merely a bit of tact or graciousness on the artists' 


part. 
It voices a big truth. 
The lines of the t'acs are character symbols. 


They are indeed not merely wrinkles. They are values. 
By them we can 


appraise the man or woman for whom they speak. 


Haver.'t you seen lines that indicate a person all worry and unrest? 
Haven't you seen a face that is just one great writing of discontent? 
Haven't you seen 'countenances that express complete self-satisfaction? 
•Haven't you also seen faces whose lines proclaim at once kindness and 


good-w.il? And ethers that just beam with good nature? 


So it behooves us, does it not, to sit down before the mirror and give our- 


selves a careful and impartial study, to look upon these lines no longer merely 
as wrinkles, to be massaged away as speedily as possible, but to consider 
them with their deeper significance. 


For the right values will certainly lend charm and dignity and lovablenass 


to a face. When a face expresses sweetness and kindness and love, we never 
stop to think about wrinkles, .do we?. We see as the artist fees. 
We recog- 


nize its values. - And without these values, were it as smooth as a baby's, it 
would have little real attraction for the thinking man or woman. 


So the thongUt in this expression of the artist is worth pondering, is It
